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RETAIL TRADE RESULTS FOR NOVEMBER SHOW 
CLOTHING SALES MAINTAINED 


HE RETAIL TRADE statistics for November show about 

the expected seasonal increase compared with October. 

Compared with November 1952, total sales of non-food goods 
were about 5 per cent. higher, while sales of food and perishables 
(which are reported only by large scale retailers) were up by 
6 per cent. 

It was reported from some quarters that Christmas shopping 
was later in getting under way in 1953, but the seasonal increase in 
sales must have been quite sharp towards the end of November 
and, since the “poem covered by the monthly statistics in 1953 
started one week later than the corresponding period in 1952, it is 
possible that these statistics give a slightly exaggerated picture of 
the increase in retail sales compared with 1952, Even if allowance 
could be made for this fact, however, all categories of goods would 
probably still show some increase compared with November 1952— 
even clothing and footwear, where sales were widely reported to be 
suffering from the very mild weather in the month. 

The experience of the various types of retailers of clothing and 
footwear seems in fact to have varied a good deal. Sales by depart- 
ment stores and independent traders were close to those in 
November 1952—a worse result than in October ; for multiples 
the October advance over 1952 was maintained in November and 
this month the improvement was not due to better results for 
variety chain stores alone, while sales by co-operative stores showed 
a marked upward movement. Por both multiples and co-operatives 

the improvement compared with 1952 was concentrated in clothing— 
their sales of footwear were hardly any higher than in 1952. 

Sales of household goods continued at a high level—again more 
than 10 per cent. higher than in 1952—with good results in sales 
of furniture, of hardware and of radio and electrical goods all 


contributing to this increase. In the remaining categories of non- 
food goods sales were also generally higher than in 1952. 

All the figures of retail sales quoted here are for values of sales 
and are therefore influenced by changes in prices as well as in the 
volume of sales. The Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail 
Prices showed no changes in average prices of goods in the categories 
considered here between October and November 1953, but compared 
with November 1952 prices of food were 3 per cent. higher ; prices 
of clothing were within 1 per cent. of the November 1952 level and 
those of household goods were 1 per cent. lower. 


Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 


Clothing and Footwear 


Total sales of clothing and footwear in November showed an 
increase of 2 per cent. compared with sales for the & ab pl month, 
and the same small percentage increase was recorded over sales in 
November 1952 ; as has already been mentioned the experience 
of different retailers varied a good deal and this increase over 
November 1952 is mainly due to the improved sales of women’s 
and children’s wear and men’s and boys’ wear reported by co- 
operative societies and multiples. 

Total sales of women’s and children’s wear by large scale retailers 
showed a rise of 6 per cent. compared with a year earlier, due to an 
increase of 8 per cent. in sales by both multiples and co-operative 
societies ; in contrast to October, the increase for multiples was 
not mainly confined to variety chain stores. Sales of women’s 
and children’s wear by independent retailers and department 
stores showed little change. Substantial increases were recorded 
for November as compared with November 1952 for all those 
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16 January 1954 


sub-categories reported by some large scale retailers except women’s 
outerwear and dress materials, which were both 5 per cent. lower 
than in November 1952. This result for dress materials, like those 
for September and October, is very much better than the figures 
recorded in the earlier part of the trading year. For outerwear the 
result is much worse than in‘any earlier month this year an@ may well 
have been due largely to the mild weather. 

Cumulative sales of women’s and children’s wear for February- 
November 1953, by large scale retailers, show an increase of 5 per 
cent. compared with the corresponding period of 1952, due largely 
to the multiples’ rise of 8 per cent. ; similar figures for independent 
retailers show no change. Stocks of women’s and children’s wear 
reported by some of the large scale retailers were 9 per cent. higher 
than at the end of November 1952, but were little higher than those 
reported at the end of the previous month. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear by large scale retailers in November 
were 5 per cent. higher than sales in November 1952 ; here again 
sales by multiples and co-operatives were appreciably higher, but 
there was no change in the figures reported by independent retailers 
compared with the previous year, and department store sales were 
down. Cumulative sales in the trading year to date by large scale 
retailers as a whole and by independent retailers show no change 
compared with the corresponding period in 1952. Stocks of these 
goods held by large scale retailers at the end of November were 10 
per cent. higher than those held at the same time in the previous year, 
but were still rather low in relation to those in 1950 and well below 
the abnormally high figure for November 1951. 

Sales of footwear by large scale retailers as a whole showed little 
change compared with either the previous month or with November 
1952, though department stores’ sales were 6 per cent. lower than 
in 1952 ; independent retailers, after a fairly good month in October,

recorded a fall of 8 per cent. and were 4 per cent. lower than in 
November 1952. ‘Total cumulative sales by both large scale and 
independent retailers so far this year, however, show little change 
over the corresponding period in 1952. Stocks of footwear reported 
by large scale retailers at the end of November were 17 per cent. 
higher than at the end of November 1952, a rather high level even 
when compared with November 1951. 


Household Goods 


Total sales of household goods were not only very much higher 
than in November 1952, but were not far behind the peak sales of 
December of that year. An increased level of sales compared with 
November 1952 by all types of shop was reported in all categories 
and sub-categories for which statistics are available. 

Sales of radio and electrical goods reported by independent 
retailers showed an increase of 13 per cent. compared with November 
1952, and although a completely reliable estimate is not obtainable 
for large scale retailers as a whole, the evidence available suggests a 
slightly higher percentage increase in their sales ; department store 
sales were 16 per cent. higher. The number of television licences 
current increased by 119,000 in November as compared with an 
increase of 81,000 in November 1952. It is therefore possible that 
increased sales of television for winter viewing accounted for a sub- 
stantial part of this increase. The cumulative figures of independent 
retailers for the trading year to date show an increase of 21 per cent. 
over 1952, but the evidence for this period for large scale retailers 
suggests a rather smaller increase. 

Sales of hardware by large scale retailers showed an increase of 
16 per cent. as compared with November 1952, mainly due to the

very large increase—23 per cent.-—recorded by department stores. 
Independent retailers, however, recorded an increase of only 4 per 
cent. compared with November 1952, and this wide difference in 
experience is also reflected in the cumulative figures for February— 
November 1953 as compared with the previous year, with large scale 
retailers reporting an increase of 14 per cent. for this period and 
independent retailers an increase of only 2 per cent. 

Independent retailers, however, recorded a higher increase than 
large scale retailers in sales of furniture and furnishings both for 
November and for the cumulative period as compared with 1952, 
their sales showing increases of 13 per cent. and 11 per cent. res- 
pectively, and the sales by large scale retailers showing increases of 
9 per cent. and 6 per cent. respectively. In the figures for sub- 
categories reported by some large scale retailers, sales of furniture 
and bedding, although lower than in the previous month, showed an 
increase of 15 per cent. compared with November 1952, and the 
cumulative sales were as much as 18 per cent. higher than in February- 
November 1952. Sales of furnishing fabrics and household textiles 
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by large scale retailers exceeded those for the corresponding month 
in 1952 for the first time this year, but the increase was slight and 
the cumulative sales are still 8 per cent. lower than sales in February- 
November 1952. Monthly and cumulative sales of floor coverings by 
large scale retailers continued to show little change as compared 
with 1952. 

The value of stocks of furniture and furnishings held by large scale 
retailers was 6 per cent. higher than at the end of November 1952. 
Stocks of hardware, radio and electrical goods were 7 per cent. higher 
than at the end of November 1952 ; this is the first time that stocks 
in this category have been appreciably higher than those held at the 
end of the corresponding month in 1952. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Sales of chemists’ goods by large scale retailers and by independent 
retailers were both 3 per cent. higher than in November 1952, although 
the percentage increase in sales by large scale retailers compared with

a month earlier was not as sharp as in 1952, possibly due to the later 
starting of the period covered by the monthly statistics in 1953 ; in 
this category there is already a sharp upward movement in sales during 
October and November and, as was noted in last month's comment 
on the figures, this year some of this seasonal increase of sales between 
October and November seems already to have been included in the 
figures for October 1953, whereas in 1952 it had more effect on the 
November figures. 


Increases of 5 per cent. in sales of books and stationery, etc., 
were recorded by both large scale and independent retailers, compared 
with a year earlier and cumulative sales continued just above the 
level of the previous year. Substantial increases compared with 
November 1952 in sales of jewellery, etc., leather and allied goods 
and miscellaneous and fancy goods were recorded by large scale 
etailers. Sales of jewellery, clocks, watches, etc., by independent 
retailers also showed an appreciable increase over a year earlier, 
though somewhat lower than the increase experienced by large scale 
retailers. Sales of sports goods, toys and cycles by large scale 
retailers were 7 per cent. higher than last year,and independent 
retailers also recorded a rise of 6 per cent. in sales of toys, sports 
goods and leather goods. 


Stocks of books, stationery, etc., held by large scale retailers at 
the end of November were 3 per cent. lower than a year earlier, but 
stocks of goods in the other miscellaneous categories in the hands of 
large scale retailers at the month-end were 4 to 5 per cent. higher 
than at the end of November 1952. 


Food and Perishables 


Sales of food and perishables in November reported by large scale 
retailers showed much the same increase over 1952 (6 per cent.) as 
had occurred in the past two months. This increase was only partly 
attributable to the rise in prices ; the Ministry of Labour Retail Price 
Index for food showed an increase of 3 per cent. compared with 
November 1952. 


A rise of 9 per cent. in sales of groceries and provisions compared 
with November last year was recorded and cumulative sales were 
also 9 per cent. above the level of sales in the corresponding period 
of 1952. Both co-operative societies and multiple shops showed 
similar increases in sales compared with November 1952. The in- 
crease in sales of fresh meat compared with a year earlier was only 
7 per cent., much the same as in the last three months, but cumulative 
sales were still 20 per cent. above 1952 as a result of the very much 
larger increases recorded in the first half-year. This month’s results 
possibly reflect the tightening of supplies foreshadowing the reduction 
of the ration from 2s. 4d. to 2s. 2d. at the end of November. 


A substantial increase in sales as compared with last year (42 per 
cent.) was again recorded for sweets and chocolate. Sales of fruit, 
vegetables and flowers were 11 per cent. higher than a year earlier 
and a slight increase was also reported for tobacco and tobacconists’ 
goods. The results for sales of fresh milk, which were much the 
same as in 1952, whereas in October they had been 10 per cent. 
higher than in October 1952, were doubtless affected by the fall in 
price of $d. per pint during the month, which brought it back to the 
same price as in November 1952. 


Sales of bakery goods reported by the sample have been falling 
since January, and showed a drop of 21 per cent. as compared with 
November 1952, but the sample in this category is not fully representa- 
tive of the bakery trade for the country as a whole. Sales of wines, 
spirits, beer, etc., also fell slightly compared with last year, as did 
sales of fish, poultry, game and rabbits and sales by cafés and 
restaurants. 


Sales by Areas—Large Scale Retailers 


Total sales of all merchandise were 6 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier, the increase being equally shared by sales of food and perish- 
ables and of non-food merchandise. None of the results recorded 
by areas diverge significantly from the results for Great Britain as a 
whole apart from sales of non-food merchandise in Wales and Mon- 
mouthshire, which showed a slight decrease compared with November 
1952.

Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers. are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches ; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade 


(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 


(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
oe given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 4, 

(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 


(v) The period covered by the November 1953 sales was the four 
weeks from November 1 to November 28: the corresponding 
period in 1952 was the four wecks from October 26 to November 22. 


(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas ; the value of sales 
unallocated to areas in November was 12 per cent. of the total value 
of reported sales. Consequently the movements in business reported 
for Great Britain by the whole sample of large retailers may differ 
from the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight 
is given to the amount of business done in each area. 


(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted. 


(viii) Sales of food and perishables in November by the large 
retailers were 56 per cent. of total sales by these firms. 


Report on Wooden Dowels and Dowelling 


THE Standing Committee set up by the Board of Trade under the 
Merchandise Marks Act 1926, has now reported on the subject of 
imported wooden dowels and dowelling referred to them in February 
last year. 

The report is available at H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, price 4d. (by post 54d.). 
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NITED KINGDOM exports in December, at £224-6 million, 

were below the figure of £239-9 million for November which also 
had 25 working days, but was unaffected by public holidays. ‘They 
were, however, £17 million above the figure for December 1952. 
Imports in December were £281-5 million. 


The monthly average of United Kingdom exports in the fourth 
quarter, provisionally £230-6 million, was higher than in any quarter 
since the first quarter of 1952. Imports in the fourth quarter of 1953, 
at a monthly average of £276°8 million, were slightly above the third 
quarter level and 2 per cent. less than the rate in the first half year. 


The provisional total of United Kingdom exports for 1953 was 
£2,582 million, the same as the total for 1952. At lower average 
values this represents an increase in volume compared with 1952. 
Imports in 1953 totalled £3,347 million, 4 per cent. less than in 1952 
and 14 per cent. below the 1951 total, but 28 per cent. more than in 
1950 when they were £2,608 million. 


Re-exports in 1953, at £105 million, were 27 per cent. less than in 
1952 and the excess of imports over exports and re-exports, at £660 
million, was 12 per cent. less.

States—indeed more buyers from overseas generally—made the 
Fifth Harrogate Toy Fair held from January 9 to 15, a happy beginning 
for this year’s toy export trade. 

During the week of the Fair (which in previous years was held 
for five days) buyers came from America, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, South Africa, Malaya, Hong Kong, France, Holland, 
Belgium, Italy, Sweden, Denmark, Norway, Switzerland, Finland, 
as well as from all parts of Great Britain. 

The 300 exhibitors (representing some 450 individual British and 
foreign manufacturers) certainly had a bigger, brighter, more ingenious 
array of toys than has been seen in any of the post-war years, and 
prices were as low as they have been since 1939, thanks to better 
production methods, more plentiful raw materials, purchase tax 
concessions and keener competition both nationally and inter- 
nationally. 

Most frequently recurring exhibits, as in the 1953 fair, were 
playthings and playsuits devoted to Wild West and interplanetary 
travel themes. But nearly as many were associated with children’s 
television characters. 

Miniature working models of domestic appliances for girls covered 
vacuum-cleaners, washing-machines, irons and refrigerators. But 
all the old toys were there, some with extra refinements, like the 
skipping rope which played a tune as the child skipped. 

Model aircraft, speedboats and race-cars propelled by real miniature 
jet motors were shown by a British firm pioneering this field, and other 
modern-age toys included rocket-launching ramps, deep sea salvage 
divers, real walkie-talkie sets and helicopters. 

The “ humanizing ”’ of dolls, complete with hair that can be dressed 
and even “‘ home-permed,”’ continued. One Irish firm showed a 
new kind of doll—a leprechaun. 

A balloon firm showed new type balloons with the tying string 
already attached. Seaside buckets were on show with moulded bases 
which produced sand castles with turreted battlements. Good 
business was also done in “ safety’ all-rubber seaside buckets. 

A girl’s dressing-table set was presented in a box which could 
be converted into a dressing table with mirror. Water and cap 
pistols were shown which could fire hundreds of times without 
reloading. A Cumberland firm showed paper parasols which are 
claimed to be beating similar Japanese products in world markets. 

Useful and educational toys abounded, such as chemistry sets, 
doctor-outfits, microscopes, carpentry benches, typewriters, pottery 
painting and sculpturing outfits, needlework and embroidery sets, 
and modelling and constructional kits using every material. 

Many children’s books became “ alive’ with “‘ pop-up ” pictures 
and clever face-changing animations, while most children’s classics 
were available in the cheapest editions of the post-war years. 

Two attractive exhibits were a gleaming trumpet reminiscent of 
the Kneller Hall band, and an ingenious toy, selling briskly, which 
was made of fine, coiled wire and heaved itself about from place to 
place without any mechanical aid.

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Purchase Tax Announcements 


AFTER consultation with the trade, the Commissioners of Customs 

and Excise have decided that shopping bags with flaps or gussets 
designed to overlap at the top of the bag must be regarded as having a 
means of closing and are therefore ineligible for relief from Purchase 
Tax under Group 23 (e) of the Tax Schedule. 

Shopping bags possessing such features cannot, therefore, be re- 
garded as conforming to the definition on page 45 of Notice No. 78 
and are chargeable under Group 23 (a) of the Schedule. This decision 
will take effect for articles delivered on or after February 15, 1954. 


Revision and Amalgamation of 
Notices 77B and 77C 


NOTICES Nos. 77B and 77C (dated 1946) issued by the Commis- 
sioners of Customs and Excise describing the application of the 
chargeable process provisions of the Finance Act 1946 to certain 
classes of goods (including furs, jewellery and motor vehicles) have 
been revised and amalgamated as Notice 77B. 

Copies of the new Notice No. 77B are being distributed by local 
Collectors of Customs and Excise to registered Purchase Tax traders 
known to be concerned. Copies are also being sent to Trade 
Associations and the Trade Press. Additional copies where required 
may be obtained from local Collectors. 


Changes in Purchase Tax Regulations 


IN the notice in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 42) announc- 
ing changes in Purchase Tax Regulations, the Customs and Excise 
Notice concerned with these changes should be No. 78G and not 
No. 789, as published. 


New London Telephone Directories 


THE Postmaster General announces that the distribution of the new 
London telephone directory will be started this month. The new 
Directory is necessary because the old London Telephone Directory 
was becoming too bulky and inconvenient to handle. 

The new arrangements are fully described, with a map, in the preface 
of the E-K issue of the existing directory and in the preface of all the 
new directories. Briefly the arrangements are as follows:— 

The area covered by the present four volumes will be restricted to 
the London Postal Area, that is, that part of London where there is a 
letter and a number in the postal address. ‘There will also be separate 
directories for those parts of the Home Counties around the London 
Postal Area in which the name of the county forms part of the postal 
address. 

The titles of the directories will be :— 

London (London Postal Area)—in four parts ; 
Outer London (Surrey) ; 

Outer London (Kent) ; 

Outer London (Essex) ; 

Outer London (West Middlesex) ; 

Outer London (Herts and North Middlesex). 

Each of the five County Directories will be a single volume, from 
A-Z. ‘The first part of the London Postal Area Directory to be 
published will be L-R and the other parts will follow at intervals 
during the next 12 months. 

Each subscriber will be given the directory for his own area and 
any of the other London Directories for which he asks. All business 
subscribers in districts outside the London Postal Area will also 


receive, without application on their part, the Directory for the London 
Postal Area. Local Directories have also to be distributed in the outer 
Areas and the classified directory, covering the whole of Greater 
London, will continue to be distributed to business subscribers.

in the figures for October. In the other sections of the industry 
activity was generally slightly below the October level, although 
deliveries of woollen fabrics showed a more marked fall. 

The Bureau’s employment figures showed an overall increase of 
361 in “ productive personnel” between October 16 and November 
27, in spite of a fall of 83 in the combing section and 55 in the woollen 
weaving section. The worsted spinning section accounted for more 
than half of the increase of 499 in the remaining sections of the 
industry.

The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption and 
output per working day ; it is estimated that there were 21 working 
days in November compared with 22 in October. 

Consumption of virgin wool in topmaking fell by 5 per cent. and 
was the lowest this year. The fall was entirely accounted for by 
crossbreds ; merino and hair consumption rose slightly. In woollen 
spinning and felting there was a slight increase in consumption both 
of virgin wool and of other fibres ; rayon consumption, however, 
fell. 

Production of tops showed a further decline to 5 per cent. below 
the October level, although it was still only 1 per cent. lower than

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the average for 1950, the peak year. The rate at which tops were 
drawn was about the same as in October ; consumption of hair 
and rayon tops continued to rise. Deliveries of worsted yarns, 
although they did not reach the October level, remained high and, 
within the total, weaving yarn showed a slight increase. Deliveries 
of woven fabrics (except blankets) were 4 per cent. below the October 
level, the decrease being almost entirely due to woollens. The 
rate of deliveries of blankets fell again and was 9 per cent. below 
October. 


Notes 


1. Woven woollen fabrics include fabrics which are mainly woollen 
by weight of components and, similarly, woven worsted fabrics 
include fabrics which are mainly worsted by weight of components. 

2. The yardage of blankets delivered has been calculated by using 
the following factors :— 

One full size blanket = 3-75 sq. yds. 
One cot blanket = 0-94 sq. yds. 

3. Figures for wool used in topmaking prior to 1948 have been 
increased by 7 per cent. in order to allow comparison with the new 
basis adopted from October 25, 1947. 

4. For the purposes of calculating the monthly average deliveries of 
total woven wool and mixture fabrics in 1949, 1-55 sq. yds. was taken 
as equivalent to 1 linear yard.

Output and Employment in the Cotton Industry 
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Further Progress Towards Recovery in November 


ROGRESS in the cotton industry continued in November. 
Whether measured per week or per working day, output of single 
yarn was again the highest since the peak month of November 
1951 and represented 91 per cent. of that level. Production of doubled 
yarn was again the best since February, 1952. It will be observed, 
however, that the rise in output of single and doubled yarn is mostly 
accounted for by increased production of heavier yarns (counts up to 
26) and waste yarns. Cloth production was maintained at the 
October level, which was the best since the peak level of November 


1951, and also 91 per cent. of that level. There was a slight fall in 
output of cotton cloth which was compensated by a rise in production 
of rayon and mixture cloth to the highest level yet recorded. 


Employment, whether measured by the number of employees at 
work or the number on firms’ books, continued to rise steadily in all 
sections of the industry. 


The latest figure of production of all types of single yarn (for the 
week ending December 19) was 20.85 million pounds.

Seasonal Drop in Wholesale Textile Sales in November 


HE NORMAL seasonal decline in total sales between October 

and November was reported by wholesale textile houses, who 

experienced a fall in sales of 15 per cent. in November. 
continued to be at a higher level than during 1952, however, the 
monthly figure showing an increase of 4 per cent. over November 
1952, whilst cumulative sales for January-November 1953 were ata 
level 7 per cent. above those for the corresponding period in 1952. 


Stocks, in contrast, showed a slight increase over the previous 
month instead of the small seasonal drop normally experienced, and 
stocks held at the close of November 1953 were 20 per cent. higher 
than those held at the same time in 1952. The increase over 1952 
in stocks of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear was as much as 
32 per cent., but the level of stocks at the end of November was no 
higher than it had been in November 1950 and very far below the 
Stocks of boots and shoes showed a very large 
increase compared with 1952 but the trade of the reporting houses 
in this category is relatively small and may be unrepresentative. 


For women’s, girls’ and children’s wear the fall in sales between 
October and November was heavier this year than in previous years, 
though total sales continued at a slightly higher level than in November 
1952, and appreciable increases were experienced compared with 
1952 in sales of women’s knitted outerwear and stockings and socks ; 
sales of women’s coats, costumes, raincoats, etc. in November showed 
a decrease of 12 per cent. over the previous year, but for the year to 
date were at a higher level than in the corresponding period of 1952. 
The decline between October and November in sales of men’s and 
boys’ wear was not quite so pronounced as in 1952 and the higher 
level of cumulative sales as compared with January-November 1952 
In the case of piece-goods, 
cumulative sales were lower than in 1952. 


Sales of household textiles declined by 7 per cent. compared with 
the previous year, and cumulative sales continued to run 4 per cent. 


On the other hand, sales of furnishings 
increased by 12 per cent. as compared with sales in November 1952, 
and cumulative sales have been 10 per cent. higher than in 1952.

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Wholesale Prices Showed Little Movement in December 


FTER REMAINING almost stationary for four months, the 

basic materials index fell by 0-6 per cent. in December. This 

slight fall was mainly due to the decline of 3-5 per cent. in raw wool 
prices which, accompanied by reduced prices for hides and skins 
(down 1:2 per cent.), copper (down 2-0 per cent.), lead (down 3-9 per 
cent.), zinc (down 1:1 per cent.) and tungsten ore (down 20-4 per cent.), 
more than offset the increased prices of raw cotton (up 0-8 per cent.), 
raw rubber (up 3-5 per cent.) and certain varieties of flax. 

Both the mechanical engineering and electrical machinery materials 
indices rose slightly, by 0-2 per cent., between November and 
December, In both cases a further rise in the price of brass ingots 
(up 4°5 per cent.), together with increased prices for tin (up 2-3 per 
cent.) and rubber, more than compensated for the lower prices of 
lead, zinc, imported hardwood (down only 0:2 per cent.), brass tubes 
(down 4:4 per cent.) and various copper items most of which fell in 
price by approximately 2 per cent. 

Neither of the two building materials indices moved significantly 
between November and December, reduced prices for various lead, 
copper and zinc items being approximately counterbalanced by a 
1-0 per cent. average increase in joinery prices. 

‘There was virtually no change in the composite output price indices 
in Table 2. The fractional fall in both the iron and steel indices 
again reflected reduced prices for high speed (tungsten) tool steel, 
while a very small upward move in the clothing and footwear index 
resulted from a minor fall in made-up clothing prices being just 
offset by slight increases in the prices of boots and shoes as well as 
hosiery items. 

The great majority of indices in Table 3 (a), relating to com- 
modities produced in the United Kingdom, remained stationary in 
December. Among the indices in this table that rose were those for 
linen (up 1-2 per cent. mainly on account of a 3-6 per cent. rise in 
heavy linen prices), cardboard boxes (up 1-1 per cent.) and paper bags 
which rose in price by 4:3 per cent. A very slight (0-2 per cent.) 


increase in the coal index was due to the seasonal rise in domestic coal 


prices. 

Although thirteen of the indices in this table showed a fall in 
December, few declined significantly. Prices of wool tops and 
worsted yarns fell by 4:3 and 3-2 per cent., respectively, while serge 
cloth prices fell by 0-8 per cent. ‘The domestic electrical appliances 
index again fell slightly, by 0-3 per cent. 


New Index Numbers 


Five new indices are published for the first time this month. That 
for narrow fabrics combines price movements for elastic webs and 
cords, boot, shoe and corset laces, tape and light webbing, machinery 
belting and spindle tapes, ribbons, petershams and galloons. 

Among the other new indices is one relating to cinematograph 
films (developing and printing in black and white and in colour). 
The two sub-indices for black and white and colour films, which 
accompany this main index, are combined (as in other indices in this 
series) by using weights appropriate to the output of these kinds of 
films in 1948. ‘This should be appreciated in interpreting the main 
index since the proportion of coloured cinematograph films (the prices 
of which have moved very differently from those of black and white 
films) is now considerably greater than it was in 1948. Also published 
for the first time this month is an index for cinematograph film (raw 
stock), the main material used by the film printing industry. ‘This is 
a sub-index of the previously published index for photographic paper 
and films, etc. 


Annual Review of Wholesale Prices in 1953 


A review of the movements of wholesale prices during the year 
1953 as a whole will be given separately in an article in the Board of 
Trade Journal on February 20.

Xyloles 


The edition of B.S. 458 (previous edition, 1939) completes the series 
of revisions of the four British Standards for benzoles and allied 
products, the other three (B.S. 135 “‘ Benzoles,”” B.S. 479 “‘ Coal-tar 
naphthas”” and B.S. 805 “ Toluoles’”’) having been published in 
April this year. 

The main features of this revised standard are (a) the inclusion of 
specifications for products of lower specific gravities than those 
previously standardized, (b) the inclusion of two additional grades of 
xylole of 10° boiling range, (c) the inclusion of xyloles of the 3° and 5° 
boiling ranges which have received a less drastic sulphuric acid treat- 
ment than was previously usual, namely solvent xyloles and (d) the 
introduction of an improved copper-strip test capable of numerical 
interpretation, for those products for which it is considered necessary 
to limit the corrosive sulphur. Price 7s. 6d. 


Fastness to Daylight of Coloured Textiles 


British Standards Institution have issued Amendment No. 1 to 
B.S. 1006: 1953. ‘“‘ Method for the determination of fastness to 
daylight of coloured textiles ” (P.D. 1747 : 1953). 


Certain dyed textiles undergo a slight initial change of shade during 
their first few days, or even hours of exposure but do not, thereafter, 
exhibit any change for months or years. These slight changes are 
such that under normal conditions of exposure they would seldom be 
observed. 


The 1942 edition of B.S. 1006, in order to simplify the test, took 
no account of this effect, but it was decided that the new edition 
(issued in February this year) should recognize it. The standard now 
requires that any initial fading be shown by a bracketed index, e.g. 
7 (2) which indicates that the long-term rating is Grade 7 but that 
slight initial fading, if noticeable, would be equivalent to Grade 2. 


Experience since the revision was issued has shown that an explana- 
tion of the technicalities underlying this dual grading would be 
helpful to non-technical people using the standard. A new Appendix 
C “ Explanatory notes on the method of assessing light fastness ” 
has been issued as Amendment No. 1 to the standard.

Engineering Drawing Practice 


The new B.S. 308 is divided into two sections. Section One 
(General Practice) is based on the previous B.S. 308 : 1943, but while 
the section has been amplified in some respects, it has been considered 
advisable to confine the stafidard to recommended principles and 
methods to be followed in the ap se on of engineering drawings. 
Subjects such as architectural drawings, survey plans, graphs, 
reproductions of drawings, and the nature and handling of drawing 
materials have been excluded, as such matters are more fully and 
appropriately dealt with in other British Standards. For these reasons 
it has been considered appropriate to alter the title of the standard 
from “ Engineering Drawing Office Practice” to ‘‘ Engineering 
Drawing Practice.”’ 


Section ‘Two (Dimensioning and Tolerancing) is entirely new, and 
presents a great advance in the technique of drawing statement. 
It lays down a number of general principles, of which the most 
important are that the drawing should define the finished product as 
required by the designer, and that dimensions which affect the 
function of the product should be expressed directly on the drawing. 
It also deals with ways of indicating dimensions, tolerances and notes 
on drawings, and with the dimensioning of common features, including 
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a special section on the difficult subject of tapers. (Price 10s. 6d.). 


Patients Trolleys — Top) for Indoor use in Hospitals 


B.S. 1962 ‘ Patients” trolleys (fixed top) for indoor use in 
hospitals, laid down the basic requirements relating to dimensions, 

materials and construction for a simple trolley for general indoor use. 
In the new standard (B.S. 2057 : 1953) which has been prepared at 
the request of a number of hospitals, the same basic requirements 
have been observed, trolley, and an instrument tray, a cradle to take a 
cylinder of oxygen, and a pole to support a transfusion bottle, as 
accessory fittings. This trolley is intended primarily for the 
conveyance of patients between ward and theatre, but it is so designed 
as to be capable of safely accommodating pole stretchers of the 
Services’ and civilian types, made to internationally recommended 
dimensions. Price 2s. 6d. 


Methods of Test for Chemical Stoneware 


The revised edition of Methods of test for chemical stoneware 
(B.S. 784: 1953) gives the following test methods with full details 
of apparatus, test piece and procedure :— 

Determination of resistance to compression ; transverse strength; 
resistance to abrasion; true specific gravity; apparent 
specific gravity, apparent porosity and water absorption ; 
thermal expansion ; resistance to thermal disruption ; acid 
soluble iron ; and resistance to acid. Price 3s. 


Gear Hobs 


B.S. 2062 : 1953 should be of considerable use in the gear industry 
generally. It has long been recognized that the sizes of hobs for 
general purposes should be restricted in number and their limits of 
accuracy closely defined. The present specification covers in Part 1 
the range 1 to 50 D.P. for general purpose hobs intended for the 
production of gears complying with the basic rack tooth profile given 
as Fig. 5 of B.S. 436: 1940. Three grades of accuracy are specified 
as follows :— 

A. Precision ground hobs, 

B. Ground hobs, 

D. Unground hobs, 
and the tolerances in Table 4 are in close agreement with those of the 
American Gear Manufacturers’ Association. 

A useful addition to the specification is given in Appendix B which 
lists the sizes of hobs with taper bores and of taper arbors in current 
use in industry. Price 5s. 


Copper Alloys Globe Valves for General Purposes 
B.S. 2060 : 1953 is the first of a series of British Standards for copper 


alloy valves for general purposes. It is intended that this series will 
be followed by other series for ferrous valves for general engineering 
use. 


This standard specifies requirements for rating, design and manu- 
facture, materials, dimensions, tests and marking for copper alloy 
globe, angle and oblique (or “‘ Y ’’) valves with rising stem, inside or 
outside screw, with flanged or screwed ends, of Classes 100, 125, 150, 
200 and 250 for a range of nominal sizes from } in. to3 in. Price 4s. 


Ropes made from Coir, Hemp, Manila and Sisal 


B.S. 2052 : 1953 which has been prepared in collaboration with the 
Joint Equipment Standardization Committee of the Ministry of 
Defence, is intended to provide a range of ropes which will meet both 
Government and commercial requirements. It supersedes B.S. 
431 : 1946 “* Manila ropes for general purposes ” and B.S. 908: 1946 

‘* Sisal ropes for general purposes.’ 

The standard provides the following ranges of ropes :— 


Sisal, 3-strand, 4-strand and 9-strand. 
Manila, 3-strand, 4-strand and 9-strand, each in three grades of 
quality. 
Coir, 3-strand. 
Italian hemp, 3-strand. 
The ropes ate available plain or hawser laid for 3-strand types : 
shroud laid for 4-strand types and cable laid for 9 strand types. 
In accordance with accepted trade practice, the sizes of the ropes are 
based on circumference and not on diameter. 
The specification deals with quality of materials, construction, 
length, weight, breaking load, finish and packing. Methods of test

Customs Import and Export Lists 


The introduction of a new system of classification of commodities 
used for United Kingdom trade statistics, to take effect on January 1, 
1954, was announced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 28, 
1953 (page 622). The Institute of Shipping and Forwarding Agents, 
Ridgway House, 41-2 King William Street, London, E.C.4, felt 
that it would be of help to those who daily use the Customs Import 
and Export Lists if they could be provided with a key to the new 
lists. ‘They have printed gummed slips for attachment to the old 
lists which convert them into an index to the new lists. Those 
accustomed to the old Classes and Groups are thus directed quickly 
to the new Classes and Divisions. The slips were printed primarily 
for use of the Institute’s members, but it has now been decided to 
make them available to importers, exporters, merchants and others 
interested in overseas trade. They may be purchased at 2s. a set from 
the Secretary, at the Institute’s address given above. 


0.E.E.C. Country Surveys 


Publication of four more O.E.E.C. Country Surveys was announced 
in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 52). The ‘‘ Survey of 
Economic Conditions in Germany,” copies of which were delayed, 
is now available at H.M. Stationery Office. Copies of ‘‘ Economic 
Conditions in Italy,’”? which was referred to in the same paragraph, 
are not available for public sale. 


Atlas of Australian Resources 


An “ Atlas of Australian Resources’ has been prepared by the 
Australian Department of National Development at Canberra, and 
issued with the authority of the Australian Minister for National 
Development. The Atlas is published in the United Kingdom by 
Angus & Robertson Ltd., 48 Bloomsbury Street, London, W.C.1. 
By means of a collection of maps and accompanying commentaries, 
the Atlas presents information on the resources and development of 
Australia. The maps show the natural, economic and social life of 
the country and its development potentialities. ‘There will be about 
50 maps, each size 28 inches by 30 inches, printed in varying numbers 
of colours, up to ten on each map. The maps will be issued 
progressively over a period of three or four years. Each map will be 
accompanied by a commentary in the form of a booklet of from 8 to 
16 pages in size. Each commentary contains text, pictures, tables, 
sketch maps, graphs, and diagrams, giving additional information 
to that represented on the appropriate map. 

The first five maps and their accompanying commentaries now 
published deal with mineral deposits, soils, underground water, 
rainfall, and temperatures. 

Each map, with commentary, will be sold separately at 10s. 6d. 
The maps will be available in three forms :— 

Unfolded (rolled and inserted in a cardboard cylinder for posting). 

Folded to a size of approximately 10 in. by 7} in. (the size of the 
commentary, to enable both maps and commentaries to be 
fitted in the box container mentioned below). 

Linen-strip-mounted to fit into a loose-leaf binder. The linen- 
strip-mounted maps with commentaries will be 12s. 6d. each. 

Box containers, 10} in. by 7% in., holding ten folded maps with 
their commentaries, will be available at 10s. 6d. each. These box 
containers, which will fit into the average book shelf, are covered in 
book cloth, and carry the title on the back like a book. 

Loose-leaf binders, 17 in. by 29 in., suitable for libraries, schools, 
and institutions, will be available at 30s. each. One such binder will 
eventually accommodate all fifty maps, and the commentaries will 
then be filed in two box containers. 

Orders may be given for individual maps as they appear. Standing 
orders may be given for a complete Atlas, in which case maps will be 
automatically despatched as they are ready. At the time of ordering 
it is important to state the form in which the maps are desired. 

Freight or postage is extra. 


Tourism in Europe 


The United Kingdom earned more dollars from expenditure by 
United States tourists than any other country in 1952, according to 
the European Travel Commission's report on “ Tourism in Europe 
in 1952,” prepared at the request of the O.E.E.C. Tourism Com- 
mittee and issued by the Organization for European Economic Co- 
operation. Total United Kingdom receipts were $223 million, of 
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which $55 million came from United States visitors. 

Twenty million people, most of them Europeans, visited the 
O.E.E.C. countries, which earned $1,200 million from tourism 
including $398 million spent by Americans. Dollar tourist expendi- 
ture in Europe was equivalent to 22 per cent. of total O.E.E.C. visible 
exports to the United States in 1952.

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 


The Export Merchant’s Part in Promoting Business at 
Overseas Fairs

ITH the steady growth of foreign competition and the passing, 

perhaps for ever, of the happy conditions of a world-wide 

seller’s market, which obtained in the early post-war years, 
there is an increasing emphasis on the importance of bringing our 
goods conspicuously to the notice of foreign buyers. One of the 
means open to our manufacturers is to arrange for their products 
to be exhibited in some of the numerous trade fairs which are held 
in overseas markets. 


Admittedly we have our own British Industries Fair but do not 
the lessons learned from the 1953 Fair prove that exhibition in the 
B.I.F. alone, excellent though it is, is not enough? It surely does 
not need more than an elementary knowledge of business to realize 
that in a buyer’s market the seller must seek out the buyer, and 
cannot rest content with such visits as the buyer chooses to make to 
him, 

Let us suppose that we are, then, all agreed on this point. Now, 
how are the very many small and medium-sized firms, of which this 
country is justifiably proud, to spare the money and skilled personnel 
to embark on such ambitious enterprises ? At first sight this question 
seems formidable. Many of the firms I have in mind are controlled 
by a handful of men, the absence of any one of whom, for any length 
of time, would place a serious brake on production. Admittedly, 
most organizers of overseas trade fairs can provide staff to man stands 
but, in the very nature of things, these men or women cannot possibly 
have the knowledge of the goods offered for sale nor, with all the best 
intentions in the world, the enthusiasm to act effectively as pleni- 
potentiaries for the manufacturer. Then again, except in English- 
speaking countries, it is futile for a manufacturer to sent out repre- 
sentatives without a good working knowledge of the language of the 
country in which the fair is held. 


Team Work Essential 


Added up, then—as already indicated—these difficulties seem 
formidabie, indeed almost insuperable, Yet there is a simple solution 
which, given a little team-work, can produce the desired result. My 
contention is that the export merchant can provide the answer. He 
has the skilled staff capable and qualified to carry out the manning of 
stands at overseas trade fairs, men who already have selling experience 
of the goods to be exhibited and who are used to meeting foreign 
buyers on their own ground. The particular advantage of this method 
is that a number of manufacturers (provided always that there is no 
marked clashing of exhibited articles) can participate in a combined 
stand, each contributing his share to the total cost. 


It will be realized that the manufacturer is thereby going to have 
first-class participation in an overseas fair, free of all the worry in- 
variably associated with a lone effort, at trifling cost. He will, of 
course, have to provide samples of the merchandise to be shown, 
but the value is frequently recoverable since it is by no means an un- 
common thing for a stand to be bought outright by a foreign buyer 
on termination of the fair. 


Now I am not expounding a mere theory ; this thing can be 
successfully done. I know, since my company undertook such a 
combined effort at the International Gift and Fancy Goods Show held 
towards the end of August in New York. The project was discussed 
with some half a dozen of our manufacturing friends, whose goods 
we already marketed in North America, and the advantages were 
quickly appreciated by each one. The manager of our United States 
Department, in conjunction with each manufacturer, inspected sam- 
ples, discussed prices and, having made his selection, drew up a 
combined price-book specially for off-stand sales work. The samples 


were drawn in to our warehouse and carefully packed to ensure safe 
arrival—in this case very necessary since many items were fragile. 


Valuable Experience 


Our United States manager had, of necessity, to cut his travelling 
time to a minimum, so he had prepared a scale-model of his stand 
and collated his plans. On arrival in New York all that had to be 
done was to unpack the samples and erect them in their appointed 
places on the stand. The samples were despatched by steamer a few 
weeks beforehand and were cleared and awaiting unpacking when 
our representative arrived by air, two days before the show opened. 

The stand was a great success. There was a constant stream of 
interested buyers and, while generally the show was held a little too 
late for much in the nature of buying for the Christmas trade, some 
business was booked for ‘‘snap ’”’ shipment and the long-term effect 
should be felt for a considerable time to come. 

Further, we—and through us, our manufacturers—learned much 
from the venture. 

And now for a few words on American business. The mark-up 
(gross profit) by the importer is, to the English way of thinking, very 
high, but against this, the expenses he incurs are enormous. The 
commissions of his salesmen are several times the percentage we, on 
this side, would pay our salesmen, and so it goes on, all along the 
line. Consequently, the prices of an exporter, wishing to penetrate 
this somewhat difficult market, must be absolutely keen. A few 
cents on an article, when it is brought into the country and has paid 
the, at times, heavy duty, can be translated into dollars by the time 
the goods are on retail sale. The average United States importer can 
usually tell at a glance whether by the time all this “‘uplift’”’ goes on, 
your goods will be saleable or not. 

There is surprisingly little knowledge of, or interest in, importing 
even amongst some of the large traders, and frequently these folk 
would sooner buy your goods from an importer than go to the trouble 
of handling the business direct. The use of customs brokers is wide- 
spread in America. These concerns “ steer” the importers’ goods 
through the intricacies of customs clearance, etc., and, as this is by 
no means an easy procedure, their fees for so doing are evidently 
value for money. 

To quote prices in anything but dollars is, generally, a waste of 
time, so too is to quote anything but the price c.i.f. or delivered to 
the customer. The utmost care must be taken when preparing 
Consular Invoices that no error is made in describing goods. 

Above all, delivery promises must be strictly kept. No American 
buyer will tolerate delay in any shape or form, and once you fail him 
in this respect, you are a marked man. I cannot stress this point too 
strongly. If more of our goods are to penetrate the United States 
market then there is just no room for continuance of the failures on 
this score to which, for example, supply difficulties during and since 
the war have sometimes given rise. 

It is a commonly held belief over here that only the better quality 
articles are prospective sellers in the American market. This is by 
no means always true. High priced, “‘ best quality” goods find 
customers over there, as in almost every other market in the world ; 
but American retail buyers in the main are cast in very much the 
same mould as in other countries. On the other hand, when the 
American buys, he wants value for money, and whatever we export 
across the Atlantic must, in the last analysis, be just this. Generally 
the American does not want his purchases to last for ever—fashions 
change with surprising rapidity—but he wants them to last for just 
the length of time which he reckons the outlay of his dollars covers.

Irish Republic and Ceylon 


TRADE Agreement between the Irish Republic and Ceylon 

was concluded in London on November 20, 1953. The agreement 

is to remain in force for an initial period of one year from the date 

of signature and thereafter will be subject to six months’ notice on 
either side. 

The agreement is of a general nature, each Government under- 
taking to facilitate imports from the other, particularly of goods 
essential to the other’s economy. 

The Ceylon Government also undertake that should circumstances 
arise which make it necessary for them to restrict or otherwise 
regulate exports of tea they will have due regard to the extent to 
which the Irish Republic has purchased tea from Ceylon and will 
maintain supplies to Ireland at the highest possible level. 

Each Government undertakes to continue the grant to the other 
of preferential tariff treatment. 





France and Belgo-Luxembourg 
Economic Union 


HE text of a new trade arrangement between France and the 

Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union, signed in Paris on December 11 
and operative from October 1, 1953, to March 31, 1954, was published 
in the French Moniteur Officiel du’: Commerce et de Il’Industrie of 
December 17. 

French exports will, for the most part, continue to be admitted 
freely into Belgium (including her overseas territories) and Luxem- 
bourg. 

Quotas for Belgo-Luxembourg exports to France for which 
provision has been made in the agreement include coffee, copper 
sulphate, nitrogenous fertilizers, cut diamonds, machine tools, heavy 
electrical plant, motor vehicles and boats and boat repairs. 


Belgo-Luxembourg exports to French territories will include loaf 
sugar, copper sulphate, motor vehicles, hydrocarbons from the 
Congo and vessels.

Government Notice No. 2951, published in the Union of South 
Africa Government Gazette of December 31, 1953, amends Govern- 
ment Notice No. 2053 of 1950, as amended, by adding in Tariff 
item ex 76(a)(iii) after the word “ yard” the "following words :—

sateen or towelling) containing 50 per cent. or more by ‘weight 
of cotton, the free on board price of which exceeds 2s.

Lebanese Export Regulations 


THE Board of Trade have received a translation of a Decree making 
the export of new jute sacks from the Lebanon subject to licensing 
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HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded copies of two Resolutions which give the Government 

of India’s decisions on the Tariff Commission’s Reports on the 
following industries :— 


No. 44 (2)-T.B./53 (November 21, 1953)—Pencil Industry.—The 
Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on the continuance of protection 
to the Pencil Industry on the basis of an inquiry undertaken by it under 
Section 11 (e) read with Sections 13 and 15 of the Tariff Commission Act, 
1951. 


2. In its report, the Commission has pointed out that, though the 
number of units engaged in the manufacture of pencils have gone down, 
there has been an increase of over 100 per cent. in the installed capacity. 
The quality of Indian pencils has also improved. A comparison of the fair 
ex-works price of Indian made pencils and the lowest c.i.f. prices at which 
pencils were actually imported in recent months, according to the Com- 
mission, shows that no protective duty is required in the case of black 
lead pencils. Further, on the basis of the floor c.i.f. prices fixed by Govern- 
ment in respect of additional licences issued during January-June 1953, 
for the importation of coloured and copying pencils, no protective duties 
would be required by these varieties either. Since the existing rate of duty 
is 66 2/3 per cent. on all types of pencils, the Commission considers that 
there is no case for continuing protection to the industry. 


3. This recommendation of the Commission has been based on the 
assumption that the existing rate of import duty as well as the existing 
restrictions on import would continue. Once protection has been removed 
from the industry, however, there can be no assurance regarding the level 
of import duty that will remain in force from time to time. Government, 
therefore, have in consultation with the Commission decided to accept the 
main recommendation of the Commission that the industry should be de- 
protected from the end of 1953, subject to the proviso that if, at any time, 
the import duty is substantially reduced, it will be open to the industry to ask 
for a further inquiry by the Commission. 


4. As regards restriction on imports—both qualitative and quantitative— 
the policy will continue to be announced each half-year taking into account 
all the circumstances prevailing at the time of announcement including 
those to which the Commission has drawn attention. 


5. The Commission has also recommended that the Government of 
India should endeavour to obtain the services of a fully-qualified technician 
to advise the industry on its technical problems in order to help it in further 
improving the quality of Indian pencils. Government propose to examine, 
in consultation with the industry, the type of expert it needs and then to 
consider the manner in which the services of such an expert could be most 
advantageously obtained. 


6. The Commission has also made the following ancillary recom- 
mendations :— 

(1) No licences should be issued in future to any of the pencil manu- 

facturers to import lead or slips for pencil making. 

(2) In order to make the pencil industry independent of imports of foreign 
slats, the indigenous slat industry should be developed without any 
delay. The Development Wing of the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry should explore the possibilities of successfully establishing 
the wood slat industry in the country with special reference to the 
States of Punjab, Uttar Pradesh, Kashmir and West Bengal. 

(3) The request of M/s. Capital Industries Ltd., Delhi for increased 
supply of electric power should again be referred to the proper 
authorities for sympathetic consideration, at an early date. 

(4) Government should still further tighten up their anti-smuggling 
measures and also prevent unauthorized importation of pencils under 
a wrong nomenclature. 

All facilities and assistance which the industry is at present receiving 

from the Government including Government patronage for its 

products but excluding facilities for importation of lead should 
continue to be extended. 

(6) While the producers should do everything to encourage the slat 
industry, in the country, the slat industry in turn should, within as 
short a period as possible, meet their requirements in respect of 
quality and quantity. 

(7) Since the National Physical Laboratory is prepared to undertake the 
work of treating samples of graphite ore, the indigenous producers 
should take up the matter direct with the laboratory. 


Government will take necessary steps to implement these as far as 


possible and would take this opportunity of drawing the attention of the 
industry to recommendations (6) and (7).

No.8 (10)-T.B./s2(December 9, 1953)—Titanium Dioxide Industry— 
The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on the Titanium Dioxide 


Industry on the basis of an inquiry under Section 11 read with Section 14 
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of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. ‘The Commission considers that the 
chief obstacle in the way of the speedy development of the industry is the 
comparative smallness of the internal demand. It is, therefore, extremely 
important to take steps to enlarge the volume of demand and for this purpose 
the Commission has recommended that :— 


(1) The Travancore Titanium Products Limited should maintain their 
selling price of titanium pigments at or below Rs. 140 per cwt. for 
anatase and Rs. 154 per cwt. for rutile. In order to enable the 
company to reduce the price to the above level a subsidy of Rs. 300 
per ton on sales of titanium dioxide of both types should be paid to 
the company subject to a maximum of Rs. 2,70,000 per annum and 
this scheme should remain in force until December 31, 1954. A 
review of the case should be undertaken by the Commission before 
the end of 1954. 

(2) A surcharge of Rs. 2 per ton on export of ilmenite should be levied 
and the subsidy referred to at (1) above should be paid from the 
amount so realized. 

(3) Refund of customs duty on titanium tetrachloride used by the 
company as raw material in the manufacture of rutile type of titanium 
pigments should be made. 


2. Government agree with the Commission about the need to increase 
the consumption of titanium dioxide in the country. ‘The recommendations 
of the Commission regarding the grant of a subsidy to the Indian Company 
do not, however need to be implemented at present because the company 
has since received a large export order which is expected to enable it to 
maintain economic production even without a subsidy. Further, as the 
industry proposes to confine its production to the anatase type of titanium 
pigment, no relief regarding the import duty on titanium tetrachloride would 
be needed by it. 


3. Regarding the grant of protection Government accept the Com- 
mission’s recommendations that the industry should be given protection up 
to December 31, 1954 in the first instance and that a protective duty at the 
existing preferential rate of 25:2 per cent. ad valorem should be imposed on 
titanium dioxide. ‘The standard rate will be fixed in accordance with the 
terms of the Indo-United Kingdom Trade Agreement, 1939. 


4. Other recommendations made by the Commission are :— 

(a) The Travancore-Cochin State Government should supply ilmenite to 
the Company after recovering from them only the “ basic charge " for 

rocessing the sands ; 

(b) The Travancore-Cochin State Government should take steps to 
reduce the cost at which sulphuric acid is being supplied to the 
Company by the Fertilizers and Chemicals (Travancore) Limited, 
Alwaye ; 

(c) The cost of production of sulphuric acid in India should be examined 

and if necessary, suitable action should be taken under the Industries 

(Development and Regulation) Act to maintain the prices of this 

essential material at a reasonable level ; 

Statistics relating to imports of titanium dioxide should be maintained 

separately by Collectors of Customs and the Director-General of 

Commercial Intelligence ; 

(e) The National Chemical Laboratory, Poona, should continue its 
research work relating to the production of titanium dioxide by the 
hydrolysis of titanium tetrachloride under controlled conditions, 
determine the operating details and establish the economic advantages 
of the process with a view to the utilization of a large quantity of 
chlorine and the conservation of sulphuric acid ; 

(f) Adequate supplies of blanc-fixe or similar extenders should be 

ensured to all users of titanium dioxide who are in need of such 

extenders ; 

Imports of the special type of titanium pigment required by manu- 

facturers of vitreous enamelware should be permitted to the extent 

of their actual requirements ; 

(h) The Indian Standards Institution should be requested to complete 
the work of providing paint formulations requiring the inclusion of 
titanium pigments ; 

(i) The practice of purchasing paints by weight and not by volume 
should be changed by the joint efforts of the concerned trade associa- 
tions. Government should bring together the various interests 
concerned with a view to securing the general acceptance of the 
practice of sale of paints by volume ; 

(j) The Travancore Titanium Products Limited should maintain its 
own selling organization at the major consuming centres in the 
country and provide facilities for technical advice by appointing 
qualified men at such centres ; 

(k) Every endeavour should be made by the Company to effect 
economies in operating costs under all possible heads.

Straw Packing: Quarantine Requirements 


THE High Commissioner for Australia has been asked by the Depart- 
ment of Health, Canberra to bring to the notice of exporters in the 
United Kingdom that certificates for straw packing imported with 
goods from the United Kingdom do not always comply with the re- 
quirements of Quarantine (Animals) Regulation 69. The defect 
occurs in connection with the provision of the Regulation which 
requires that the Government official who endorses the certificate of 
the exporter shall state “that he has made inquiries regarding the 
origin and treatment of the packing material and has no reason to doubt 
the truth of the declaration.” In some certificates which have recently 
come under notice the statement that the officer has made inquiries 
has been omitted. The Department of Health points out that the 
purpose of the wording of the Regulation is to ensure that specific 
inquiries are made by the certifying officer ; this, in the opinion of 
the Department, should include occasional visits to the place of treat- 
ment to ensure that the material is being properly disinfected in accord- 
ance with the terms of the declaration.

(c) All these articles may be freed from restriction or prohibition 
when their scarcity on the market is well-known and when they 
are sold at prices which are high in relation to their quality. 






Only orders which have been registered within the period of fifteen 
days after the publication of this decree shall be authorized. In 
order to avoid subterfuge the administrative Department of Economy 
shall be governed by the average monthly normal importations during 
the last 18 months, refusing orders which exceed an average three 
months supply and requiring as proof of operations supporting 
documents such as letters of credit, drafts, etc.

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Exchange Permits for United 
Kingdom Goods into Argentina 


HE® MAJESTY’S Embassy at Buenos Aires reports by telegram

the manufacture of incandescent and fluorescent lamps ; miscellaneous 
articles including ebonite, steel balls for ball point pens, vulcanized fibre ; 
mechanisms for automatic pencils ; fountain pen nibs ; spectacle hinges, and 
substances of vegetable origin for filtering. 


Circular No. 1884: invites applications for permits to import

Brazilian Import and Exchange 


Control 


THE BANKING Fiscalisation Department of the Bank of Brazil 

has issued Circular No. 95 which modifies the requirement that all 
imports into Brazil must be on a c.i.f. basis for the purpose of closing 
exchange (see the Board of Trade Journal of December 5, 1953, page 
1184). The new circular provides that licences for imports may be 
issued onac. & f. basis as well as a c.i.f. basis, subject to the insurance 
having been effected with a company in Brazil for payment in 
cruzeiros. 


A recent Brazilian Decree lays down conditions relating to the 
provision of foreign exchange for Government imports. Brazilian 
Government Departments and other authorised bodies will be supplied 
with foreign exchange for imports for their own use at the official 
exchange rate, plus a premium based on the average rate of bonuses 
paid to Brazilian exporters. ‘These public entities may not import 
goods in the fifth import category (“superfluous and luxury’’) or goods 
for which locally produced substitutes are available. In addition, they 
may not carry out imports to a value exceeding that of the grant allowed 
them in the six-monthly exchange budget, except with the prior 
authorisation of the Council of the Superintendency of Money and 
Credit, approved by the President of the Republic.

Exports of Antiques to the 
United States 


HE ATTENTION of exporters is drawn to the following require- 

ments under the United States Customs Regulations for the 
admission of Antiques :— 

Consular Invoices are required for consignments having an aggregate 
value of more than $250, except in the case of those antiques produced 
prior to the year 1830 which are accorded duty-free entry under 
Paragraph 1811 of the Tariff Act of 1930. Such duty-free consign- 
ments must be accompanied by commercial invoices containing, in 
addition to the usual information, any special data required by the 
Customs Regulations, e.g. information as to how long the articles 
have been in existence and where they were produced. It should be 
noted, however, that a Consular Invoice is required for a shipment in 
which antiques claiming duty-free entry are mixed with articles 
produced subsequent to the year 1830. 

Antique “ furniture ” qualifying for duty-free entry under Paragraph 
1811 may be entered only at the ports of Baltimore, Maryland ; 
Boston, Massachusetts ; Chicago, Illinois ; Honolulu, T.H. ; Los 
Angeles, California ; New Orleans, Louisiana ; New York, N.Y. ; 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania ; San Francisco, California ; and Seattle 
Washington. 

The examination and appraisement of antique ‘“‘ furniture ” 
will not be made elsewhere than at a designated port of entry but such 
articles may be shipped to any other port for immediate transportation 
in bond to one of the ports named above. 

‘* Furniture”? within the meaning of this regulation is defined as 
** movable articles of convenience or decoration designed for use in 
furnishing a house, apartment, place of business or of accommoda- 
tion.”” This definition embraces most articles claimed to be free of 
duty as artistic antiquities. 

Repairs and renovations made to antiques of the age prescribed 
in paragraph 1811 of the Tariff Act of 1930 will not affect the eligibility 
of the goods for duty-free entry unless the repairs are to an extent 
which substantially alters the articles as originally produced. If, 
however, the antiques have been repaired with a substantial amount 
of additional material but without changing the original form, the 
original and added portions shall be appraised and reported as 
separate entities.
